will be llie reorganization of the European 
armies on a system modeled after thai of 
the Prussian 
war establishment. 
Tbe 


French Government Las already proposed a 
plan by which every Frenchman will be re- 
quired to serve three years la the regular 
army and a certain number of years In Ihe 
reserve. The French aimy, as organized bj 
Napoleon just previous to the latowar,had 
the radical defect of placing none but raw 
levies in tho resefre. As a result, the defeat 
of Ibe raguUr army caused Iho nation to 
fall bick on a body of ill-trained and badly 
armed reserves, which was pitted against Ihe 
German reserves, or Landwehr, all ol whom 
were veteran Iroops, decidedly superior to 
the armies with which Von Moltke original- 
ly took the field. The 1'imsian system 
must be adopted by the French if they ever 
intend to Iry another contest at arms with 
the Germans. Austria has already adopted 
the chief features of this system, and Italy is 
about to follow her example. 


How much better it would be for each of 


these nations if, Instead of organizing new 
armies, they wouM cocssnt to disband those 
already raised. Millions of expense would 
then be saved. All desire for war would 
cease and Europe would thrive in the pros* 
pect of a lasting peace.
